A former 8t. Louisan, now living in 
Portland, Ore., is up in arms because 
Other cities of inferior attainments ad- 
vertis6 as superior te St. Louis. His 
letter follows: 

“PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 8, 1909. 

“Editor of the Post-Dispatch—Assum- 
ing as a local proposition that you have 
the general welfare and interests of the 


city at heart, I address you anent the 
general opinion regarding St. Louis, 
which holds it to be the most disagree- 
able of all the big cities on account of 
the excessive heat. This opinion is 
made the most of by St. Louis’ com- 
mercial rivalse—and seems te be regard- 
ed by St. Louis interests as the one 
least in need of refutation. 

“All of this prompts me to write and 
suggest that St. Louis wake up and an- 
nounce, in the fashion of the North- 
west, for example, her virtues, as well 
as be alert to correct erroneous state- 
ments. 

As an example I might cite a large 
Bastern daily paper which referred to 
Kansas City, with its 15 systems and 27 
different roads, as the second biggest 
tallroad center in the United States. 
This is plainly an errer. Chicago is 
first, St. Louls second, a good second; 
Kansas City third, a poor third, and 
Omaha fourth.

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THREE GREAT MASTERPIECES. 

The announcement from Rome that the “Latin 
Bible” is to be restored as Saint Jerome left it, 
shows that the Pope has taken the modern and 
scientific view of the meaning of the Latin lan- 
guage and every other. As the Latin Bible, or 
Vulgate, is used in St. Louis and every other 
important city of the world now, it is not far 
from Jerome’s language. In its present shape it 
is still one of the world’s great masterpieces of 
the best language, used in the simplest and most 
highly artistic way in expressing the highest 
thought. On the other hand, it is -cértain that 
no change in it by anyone since Jerome’s death 
was made by his equal as a scholar, a thinker 
and @ master of what is only now being realized 
as the science of language, in all its forms. As 
far as the record shows, he was first to use sys- 
tematically the modern method of comparative 
study, which is the essence of science. He was 
a great artist in the use of language as well as a 
scientist. He knew and felt as great art in the 
parts of the Bible, which are not now usually rec- 
ognized as poems. He found the same high art 
in the Hebrew of David he did in the Greek of 
Homer. Though he translated into prose, his

It wouid be an interesting inquiry, if it were poss!- 
ble to find a definite answer, whether free tural de- 
livery adds to the contentment of the isolated life. 
There can be no doubt as to its contribution of en- 
lightenment. If that result involves discontent with 
the more or less placid monotony of rural life, the 
discontent may be of the wholesome kind that stirs 
to striving for wider mental outlook. But logically, 
this daily communication with the. outer, world of 
other activities ought to make the life of the farm 
more attractive. During the long, hard days of 
summer toil, the recurrent presence of newspaper

John F. Bay, traveling agent for the 
Bell Oil Co. of St. Louis, left his wife 
at his home here last night, ostensibly 
to go out on a business trip, but re- 
turned later, and, crouching in the 
shrubbery, watched until a man came 
into the yard and greeted his wife, and 
then shot and killed his wife’s visitor. 

Bay had suspected another man and 
was surprised when he found that he 
had killed James F. Neely. Neely was 
struck by three bullets and died in 
about forty minutes without making a 
Statement. Bay said later that he had 
also intended to shoot his wife. 

The tragedy occurred in a prominent 
residence section of the city, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Bay were well known and 
moved in the best society. 

Bay was not locked up. He remained 


with, the Sheriff until this evening, 
when he was arraigned before a Justice 
of the Peaes and his bond fixed at $3000, 
which he gave. The Coroner’s jury took 
up the case last night and this morn- 
ing returned the following verdict: 
Found Killing Justifiable. 

“We, the Jury, find that J. F. Neely 
came to his death by gunshot wounds 
at the hand of J.«F; Bay, and further 
find that the shooting was justifiable.” 

This seems to be the sentiment of the 
community. 

When the shooting occurred, Mrs. Bay 
fled to the home of a neighbor and 
her whereabouts was not learped until 
{this morning. Officers searched for her 
all night, finally @eciding that she also 
had been shot and ‘had crawled away 
and died in Bome nearby clump of 
weeds. 

When found, Mrs. Bay was called be- 
fore the Coroner’s Jury, but she gave 
no evidence. She was so weak she 
could hardly stand, and was evidently 
suffering. But in contrast to her pale 
face and trembling hands, she wore a 
tstylish gown of black. Mrs. Bay is a 
tall and slender blonde about 380 years 
old. She is considered a very comeiy 
woman. 

‘Thought He Knew Man, 

For some months Bay had suspected 
his wife, and thought he knew the man 
whe had come between him and her. 
When he left home yesterday, he said 
he was going to St. Leuis to ‘report to 
his concern, the Bell Oil Co. Instead, he” 
went to a small town nearby and re- 
turned in a livery rig after dark: After 
concealing himself in the yard, he had 
not long to wait.

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 4—The most detailed account of his 
Polar journey yet given by Dr. Cook was gained from him by 4 
large body of newspaper correspondents whom he met. this 


evening at the Hotel Phoenix. 


Dr. Cook, at the request of the correspondents, consented to 
answer all questions. First he was asked whether or not the first 
account of his discovery of the pole could, be accepted as entirely 
his own work. He replied in the affirmative, except for the obvious 
errors in transmission. He then explained the doubt about the 
30,000 square miles discovered, saying that he meant that they 
were able to see 15 miles on each side, during their journey to the 
pole and that, therefore, a hitherto unknown territory of 30,000 


square miles was now discovered. 


eH Cook then proceeded to show 
that he was fully competent to take 
all observations, saying that on pre- 
vious exploring expeditions, he did 
very little observation work, which 
usually was divided among the mem- 
bers of the party. 

“This time,” he continued, “we had 
started out to reach the pole and 
everything else was of secondary con- 
sideration. 

Watch Get Out of Order. 

“It was not possible to carry cer- 
tain apparatus and it was impossible 
also to study the deep sea or take 
soundings. We carried all necessary 
simple instruments for astronomical 
observations and we were lucky to 


<i observations nearly every day. 





time. The watch, however, got out of 


order. 


“We had all the modern instruments 
which other explorers have had, in- 
cluding thermometers, barometers 
and sextants of the latest models. It 
is possible that our observations were 
better.than those of earlier days; but 
I do not assert that, I am perfectly 
familiar with making astronomical 
observations, especially in the Polar 
regions. I think that, all explorers 
will be satisfied with my data.

MOST IMPORTANT DISCOVERY TO DATE 

. Is THE CONQUEST OF THE AIR BY MAN 
Gs O FAR as concerns the discoveries and evolution of scientific pro- 
S .jects that have been witnessed the most important up to date 
undoubtedly is the conquest of the air. But, although many forms 
of aerial machinery have been devised, aviators have a long road to travel 
before they attain perfection. Until they have learned the secret of the 

vulture they cannot say they have mastered the art of flying. 

“When I was in Florida last year I noticed these turkey buzzards, or 
vultures, perform all kinds of evolutions in midair without the quiver of 
a feather or the assistance of any breeze. They rose and fell, floated or 
glided at pleasure, apparently without exertion. How they did it I don’t 
know, but I do know that until the secret has been learned by man the 
conquest of the air will not have been completed. 

“Still the fact remains that the aviators have forged the first link in 
the chain that will hold the key to the problem. I am convinced that 
in the near future some form of aerial machine will be employed for 
commercial purposes. It doesn’t take long after an invention has once 
been made public for persons other than the inventor to improve on it. 
Improvement from that point is extremely rapid. Probably the first use 
of the aeroplane will be the carrying of the malis. 

‘‘Taking into consideration the rapid advance in aviation~—it is well, per- 
Haps, for the honor and glory of the mariner and the terrestrial traveller that 
Dr. Cook captured the pole when hedid. Otherwise the prize would prob- 
ably have been wrested from them by a navigator of the air. 

PROGRESS MORE SPECTACULAR THAN 

SOLID IN ACTUAL ACHIEVEMENTS 
¢¢ A LTHOUGH this year has been noteworthy in respect of scientific prog- 
A ress, that progress, it must be borne in mind, has been more spectacu- 
Yar than solid in its results. The great and really useful inventions are 
yet to come. These.will take the form of discoveries that will lift the ‘Sub- 
merged Tenth’ to the level of their fellow men. In other words, they will 
‘jack up’ the workingman by providing automatic machinery that will perform 
all the menial tasks and thus compel him to fit himself for something better. 

“Other inventions will provide “pleasant and sanitary homes for the ren- 
tal that is now paid for an unhealthy, dirty, dark tenement. Still others will 
reduce the cost of decent living to-aminimum by perfecting fertilization 
that will make fifty crops grow where one Is yielded now. 

‘Too little attention is paid to the elevation of the workingman. Our pres- 
ent condition of society is top heavy. We are overburdened with ‘high 
brows.’ We have too many lawyers and professors and academicians. We 
have too much of the so-called ‘higher education’ and too many unread libra- 
ries. Nothing delights me more when I cross the ferries than the sight of the 
large number of workingmen reading newspapers. The newspapers constitute 
the great democratic library from which most of us can derive our education. 

“The workingman does not wantcharity or professional philanthropy.

much later and his information will be 
published shortly, possibly tomorrow. 
“Certainly Found the Spot.” 

“Concerning the ice around the pole, 
so far as I could see, it Was slightly 
more active there than at one or two 
degrees south. It drifted somewhat 
more to the south and east. Its genera! 
character is not very different from 
that at other places. We stayed around 
the pole for two days, making many 
observations. I do not claim to have 
put my finger on the exact spot, I do 
not claim to have put my foot on it; 
but I say personally we have been at 
the spot.. When the observations have 
been figured out again it is possibie 
that there will be found slight errors 
and differences; but I am certain that 
a gunshot fired from where we were 
would have passed over the pole. 

“We planted the stars and stripes at 
what we believed to be the pole; but did 
not leave the flag with a staff.  In- 
stead, I placed a small silk flag in a 
cylinder with my card and a record 
of the journey with the date. The drift 
ice may carry the flag away, but to me 
that is a matter of indifference. I 
should have been very glad to have 
found land there.

| photographs, one oft which shows the 


American flag flying. These as yet 
have not been developed.” 

Questioned regarding his great speed, 
Dr. Cook said: 

“The dally distance covered on the 
northward trip was slightly less than 
fifteen miles; on the southward trip it 
was 10 miles. This is not abnormal dis- 
tance of Eskimos on the ice.. They often 
travel 50 or 60 miles with dogs. 

“One of the greatest advantages of 
our trip was that I did not take a fam- 
ine route. We had game for a long 
time, perhaps for 100 miles. We fed our 
dogs well throughout the. winter in 
Greenland and ran them 400 miles, giv- 
ing them fresh meat every day. Thus 
we brought them to the polar sea fat 
and well. We had the best men and 
best dogs. 

“We lived entirely on dried meat and 
beef tallow, reducing the food problem 
to a science. The last trace of animals 
we saw was a bear track at 8 degrees. 
Afterwards we did not even see life in 
in the water, except algae. 


Almost Exhausted at Times, 
“The drift of the ice during the entire 


southern trip was 
east; the direction of the wind was gen- 
erally south of west. We found several 
of Sverdrup’s old camps. The reason 
we utilized silk tents on some occa- 
sions was that we were so exhausted 
that we had not strength to bulld a 
snow shed. We had carefully figured 
and planned everything so that there 
was no surplus weight to carry. We 
did not run short except when we went 
astray. 

“During the expedition we ate all 
kinds of meat. I like musk-ox best; 
but We would eat bear or fox if the 
other Was not obtainable. Everything 
tastes good when one is starving. W'e 
brought 10 dogs back with us, the 
others having been eaten by their com- 


panions. We used the lasso, traps and 


bows and arrows to catch game. It 
took two months to learn how to trap 
& moose. One of the men shot an 


| Kider duck with arrows.” 


Dr. Cook concluded his tbservations 
with a reference to the kind way he 
had béen treated by the King, who was 
greatly interested in his adventure. He 
stated that he Is going to New York 
as soon as possible. He will remain 
here for a few days and then will pro 
ceed to Brussels, where he is a member 
of the Polar Club. He assured ‘His

HE Rev. Irl R, Hicks, whose 
general statement of the

HICKS. TELLS HOW COOK

HILE these instruments 
would be an infallible 


guide to the explorer in 


his approach to the pole and would 
inform him infallibly when he had 
arrived at the goal, the record of 


the continually decreasing angle, 
made from presumed observations, 
would not in itself be conclusive 
proof of his claims because any 
scientist could figure out the de- 
creasing angle at decreasing dis- 
tances from the pole. 


But in the judgment of Dr. 
Hicks the meanderings of latitude 
and longitude certain to appear in 
the record of observations made as 
the explorer felt his way along un- 
certainly, would give the stamp of 
verity to the record.

Valuable Ores Probable. 

It is but logical to suppose that in this 
region of extraordinary magnetic phe- 
nomena, we should fine ores and other 
minerals with unique properties and of 
exceptional purity.

It is true that under existing cond 
tions the ice presents apparently insur- 
mountable physical barriers, but just as 
I am convinced of the ultimate utility 
of the resources of the North so am 1 
convinced that more scientific dnvgs- 
tigation will discover how to utilize the 
extraerdinary terrestrial magnetism or 
electricity and devise means to serve 
us in overcoming the apparent bargier 
that nature hag seemingly provided. 

Trapper Will Soon Follow. 

So soon as the polar lands are accu- 
rately mapped and the routes distinctly 

a@rked, the trapper and the hunter Will 

penetrate the desolate wastes and send 
forth the wealth of costly furs to be 
taken for the effort. And following the 
trapper and the miner will come the 
trading station and the community of 
human beings, who will establish civili- 
zation in that region which at present 
is low in the scale of human kind. 
As a result of Cook’s feat I verily 
believe the conquest of the Frozen 
North and the exploitation of its ma- 
terial and scientific richness is brought 
centuries nearer. 
that within the next three years I may 
lead the first of these great scientific 
and commercial expeditions into the 
Arctic region.

St. Louis heirs of Louis Phillip Ewald, 
millionaire iron master, who died July 


31 in Louisville, leaving the bulk of his 
estate to three adopted children, wil] 
make a fight for the administration of 
the St. Louisyend of the estate, which 
consists of $2,100,000 cash deposits in 
banks and considerable valuable rea) 
estate., If they are permitted to admin- 
ister they will receive about $100,000 in 
fees, which will be a substantial supple- 
ment to the. $15,000 bequeathed to them 
by their rich relative. He was worth 
about $4,000,000. 

Attorney Guy Thompson, retained by 
the heirs, has filed a petition in the Pro- 
bate Court asking that the letters of 
administration issued by the Probate 
Clerk in vacation to the St. Louts 
Union Trust Co. be not confirmed by 
the Court and.that J. Howard, Harry 
F. and Sidney J. Ewald be appointed 
administrators. 

A fight is also to be made to prevent 
the removal from St. Louls, to be ad- 
ministered in Louisville, $1,800,000 depos- 
ited in St. Louls banks in the name of 
the Ewald Iron Co. To that end the 
legitimacy of an ostensible reorganiza- 
tion of the corporation after the death 
of Ewald will be attacked. 

Bankers Are Warned. 

Checks have been drawn on the five 
St. Louis depositories of the funds poy 
the Columbia Trust Co. of Louisville, 
on behalf of the reorganized ‘‘Ewald 
Iron Co.,” but the depositories have 
been notified by Mr. Thompson that 
they will pay the money out at their 
peril and have declined to pay eut the 
money on the checks. 

If the Courts uphold the right of the 
“Ewald Iron Co.” to withdraw the 
money deposited in the name of the 
corporation, the cash remaining in St. 
Louis to be administered on here will 
be only the $800,000 deposited in the 
individual name of Mr, Ewald. 

Mr. Ewald formerly lived in 8t. Loufs. 
Later he divide his time between 8t. 
imuis and Louisville. During the last 
few years of his life he was very little 
in St. Louis. He spent most of his 
time either traveling or living in Louis- 
Ville. When he did.come to St. Louis 
he stopped at the Southern Hotel. 

There aros@ an estrangement between 
him and his St. Louis relatives on ac- 
count of. the three children who were 
finally adopted by him, and to whom at 
his death he left more than a million 
dollars apiece. 

Owned His Company. 

Long before Mr. Ewald’s death the 
Stock of the Ewald Iron Co. had all by 
degrees passed into his hands. He was 
the corporation. It is said that, in or- 
der to preserve the fiction of corporate 
Vitality he held ‘“‘meetings’’ with only 
hiniself present and went through all 
the forme of transacting business. 

Directly after his death a few shares 
of stock were transferred by the Celum- 
bia Trust Co. of Louisville, agent for 
the estate, to three of its officers, and 
a meeting was held and the trust com- 
Pany made treasurer of the iron com- 
pany. On the theory that title to the 
deposits in the name of the corporation 
remains in the corporation, although 
actual ownership was in Ewald as an 
individual, checks were drawn against 
the five St. Louis depositories for the 
$1,800,000, but they were not honored. 

On August 6 the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co. filed a certified copy of the 
will in the St. Louis Probate Court and 
letters of administration were granted 
in vacation, subject to confirmation 
when the court shall sit. 

Mr. Thompson, in his petition, asks 
that these letters be set aside on the 
grounds that the St. Louis heirs had 
no notjce of such intended action, ahd 
that, being next of kin and residuary, 
@Metributees they are entitied, under the 
Missouri law, to administer. 

The St. Louis depositories for the 
$2,100,000, the largest deposit ever carried 
by an individual in St. Louis, subject to 
check, are the St. Louis Union Trust 
Vo.. the Boatman’s Bank, the Franklin 
Bank, the State National and the Ger- 
man-American Bank. 

In his will Mr. Ewald directed the 
Columbia Trust Co. to appoint the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co. as its St. Louls 
agent for the investment of the trust 
estate here. 

: The Law Explained. 

Carter, Collins & sones are attorneys 
for the Boatman's Bank. Harry C. 
Parker of the law firm, said Saturday: 
“tg the courts should sustain the at- 
tempted reorganization or revival of the 
Pwald Iron Co. and adjudge the title 
to the $1,800,000 to be in the corpora- 
tion, the St. Louis banks would be com- 
pelled to honor its demands and the 
funds would be administered in Ken- 
tucky rather than here. The Ewald next 
of kin and beneficiaries under the will 
contend that under our statutes they 
have the first right to administer and 
that the Probate Court has no discre- 
tion in the matter, but must appoint 
one or more of their number.

ON FAST CRUISE 
10 JAPAN SEAS 


Eight Speedy Vessels Will 
Undergo Test of Trans- 
Pacific Trip. 


TO RETURN IN JANUARY 


Rear Admiral Sebree Will 
Command Squadron Sailing 
From San Francisco. 


By Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 4—In full 
war paint, dull gray, the fiest squadron 
of the Pacific fleet, comprising eight 
of the fastest armored cruisers in the 
American Navy, wil! steam through the 
Golden Gate tomorrow on the first leg 
of. a six months’ cruise to the far Hast. 

With two exceptions each warship is 
equipped with 18 guns In the main bat- 
tery and is of 13,680 tons burden. Two, 
the Tennessee and the Washington, 
have 20 guns each in the main battery 
and are of 14,500 tons butden. Every 
ship has 23,000 horsepower. 


the efficiency of the vessels. 

According to Rear Admiral Uriel Se- 
bree, who wiil command the squadron, 
the cruisers will steam to Honolulu at 18 
knots an hour, After remaining at the 
islands three weeks, they will proceed 
to the Admiralty Islands at 12% knots, 
take on 12,000 tons of coal and resume 
the 18-knot speed to Manila. 

They are due in the Philippines Nov. 1, 
when they will begin a month’s battle 
practice. 

The third squadron of five protected 
cruisers and seven gunboats, in com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Giles B. Harber, 
will join them there. 

On December 1, the first squadron, 
will be separated into four parts. The 
Tennessee (Sebree’s flagship) and the 
Washington will go to Shanghai, and 
two each of the others to Kobe, Hong- 
kong and Yokohoma. At the end of 
two weeks the vesseis will exchange po- 
sitions, remaining in Chinese and 
Japanese waters until January, when 
they will reassemble at Manila for the 
return trip. — 

An effort will be made te establish 
new long distance steaming records and 
ithe squadron will be tagtes from every 
naval standpoint. 
|’ Excluding the North Carolina, the 
Montana and the Brooklyn, the squad- 
ron under Sebree’s command represents 
the entire armored cruiser strength of 
the navy and is the fleet that would be 
assembled for a swift service cruise in 
case of war. Consequently its achieve- 
ments on the coming voyage will be 
watched with great interest by naval 
experts. 

The vessels are the Tennessee, Wash- 
ington, California, South Dakota, West 
Virginia, ‘Maryland, Pennsylvania and 
Colorade.

Louis Legislators Sur- 
prised to Learn Bill Got 
Through. 


UNIVERSITY AFFECTED 


State Bar to Dramshops Near 
Columbia Institution Is 
_Now Removed. 


St. Louis members of the last Leg- 
islature have just discovered that the 
low prohibiting saloons within five 
miles of the State University at 
Columbia has been repealed. 

The original law was passed to 
protect the university students from 
the influence of saloons. How the 
bill repéaling this law got through 
the Legislature is @ mystery to some 
of the friends of the university. The 
act repealing the “five-mile law” was 


the Governor June 1, 1909, 

Some of the St. Louls Senators 
think it was slipped in as a revision 
bill, and-consequently escaped notice 
and discussion. In this way it might 
have been passed without being 
brought conspicuously to the atten- 


tion of friends of the university. 
The original law, which was des 


to drive saloons out of Columbia, pro- 
vided that dramshops should not be per- 
mitted within five miles of any State 
eaucational institution which has an en- 
rollment of 1500 students. As the State 
University is the only school having 
1500 students and over, the law was ap- 
plicable to Columbia only. 
Saleons Driven Out, 

Under the terms of the original law 
the saloons were driven out of Colum- 
bia. Boone County subsequently voted 
dry at a local option election, but the 
liquor people are threatening te contest 
the validity of the election. 

If the decision of the people of Boone 
County to permit no saloons is sus- 
tained by the courts no saloon can be 
established near the university. But if 
the lecal option law is knocked out there 
will then be no bar against saloons in 
Columbia. 

It was contended by friends of the 
onjginal law, which was introduced and 
championed by Senator Kinney of St. 
Louis, himself a saloon keeper, that 
the students of the university should 
neg be subjected to the temptations of 
the saloon. 

‘It was Senator Kinney’s idea that 
they should be educated in an atmos- 
phere free from the influences of the 
dramshop. Senator ‘Kinney did not 
know the bill nepealing the “five-mile 
law’’ was introduced in the last Legis- 
lature and passed. 

Nature of Bill Diesguised. 

By the very mature of the bill it 
might have escaped the notice of even 
vigilant senators. The bill in full reads: 

“Section 1, Act approved May 10, 1907, 
tage 257, of 1907 session acts repealed.— 
That the act entitled “Dramshops” at 
page 257 of the laws of 1907, approved. 
| May 10, 1907, be and the same is hereby 
repealed.’’

UNCONSCIOUS AT END 


Only a Friend. and Dociors at 
Bedside When Death 
Came. 


By Associated Press. 

CHALONS-SUR-MARNE, Sept. 4.-— 
—Clyde Fiteh, the American play- 
wright, died at 9:30 this evening. He 
had been unconscious since $ o'clock 
in the afternoon. The doctors and his 
friend, Eugene Gauthier, were pres- 
ent at the bedside. 

Death was due to appendicitis following 
an operation. Mr. Fitch was stricken 
with an acute attack while traveling 
from Germany and upon his arrival here 
underwent an operation at the hands of 
Dr. Alquier. The patient rallied some- 
what after ths operation and yesterday 
showed some signs of improvement. He 
suffered a relapse last night,. however, 
and although he was fully conscious 
during the early hours today, the im- 
provement in his condition, was not 
maintained. After marked delirium he 
lapsed: into unconsciousness about 3 
e’clock in the afternoon, at which time 
the attending physicians gave up all 
hope of recovery. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4—Clyde Fitch, 
easily the most prolific of younger 
American dramatists, was born at El- 
mira, N. Y., in 1865, of English ances- 
tors who settled in Connecticut early 
in the Seventeenth Century and left dé- 
scendants, who have been prominent in 
the religious and political life of Pie 
country ever since. After an early 
cation under private instruction ‘is 
home, he was fitted for college at Hol- 
derness, N. H., and was graduated from 
Amherst in 1836. 

Both in school and in college he 
early evinced an interest in Iterature 
and was an untiring. amateur actor. 
Confronted on facing the world with 
the necessity of choosing a profes- 
sicn, he thought at first of further 
studies in the art schools, but decid- 
ed that literature was more truly his 
calling, and began at once to write 
for the magazines and publishers. In 
1889 came his first novel, the ‘‘Wave 
of Life,” followed, in the intervals of 
subsequent activities, by “Some Cor- 
respondence and Six Conversations,” 


and the“ Smart Set.” 
Contemporaneous with his first novel, 


‘Betty's Finish,:’ a playlet, had a brief 
run at the Boston Theater, but nothing 
from his pen found any prominefice on 
the boards until the production of “Beau 
Brummel,” in 1890, by the late Richard 
Mansfield. The play jumped inte in- 
stant popular favor and won with the 
years a Class place in American reper- 
toire. 

Thereafter the plays came two and 
sometimes three to the year with un- 
flagging regularity. Touched sometimes 
with a delicate pathos, they rarely 
sounded deeper notes, but for the most 
part, were content to skim the surface 
of the comedy of manners with tact, 
observation, no lack of wit and a re- 
sourceful craftsmanship.

Bay State Militia Accomplishes 
More With Cars Than 
_. Was Expected. 


BOSTON, Sept. 4.—The Bay State Mi- 
litia takes much of the credit of proving 


j that motor cars must be reckoned with 


in all future wars. In the recent army 
maneuvers the automobiles were a big 
success, and because of them much more 
Was accomplished than would have been 
the case without them. 

Capt. John H. Sherburne Jr. of Battery 
A, Field Artillery, is enthusiastic over 
the feats performed by his command. In 
speaking of the maneuvers, he said: 
“From a defensfve point of view we 
demonstrated that with motor trucks it 
is possible to hold an enemy in check. 
As to offensive work, we did not have 
a chance to see what might be accom- 
plished, 

“We had two trucks which were Ft be 
used to tow guns, but a change was 
‘made so that we mounted a gun upon 
each one. Then day after day we cov- 
ered lots of territory and protected the 
fianks of the army by moving rapidly 
from, one place to another. This we 
were able to do because there were 
roads extending everywhere, and while 
we did cross fields I am not certain 
as to how successful motor cars. would 
be in the open country without roads, 

‘*‘We were able to swing into a narrow 
road and practically block the enemy’s 
advance with our trucks. In. actual 
warfare by using sharpnel we could 
have scattered the advance guard so 
that the main army, would have to slow 
down and not travel more than five or 
ten miles a any. While our trucks had 
one-pounders, I think heavier guns could 
be used, and with a shield to protect 
the gun crew much havoc could be done. 


Moved About Quickly. 

“Several times we loaded the trucks 
with a full company and staried out, 
leaving the infantry behind quickly, and 
keeping pace with the, cavalry and s0 
we were in a position to give material 
sid when most needed. It was in cov- 
ering ground faster than horses could 
have done it that we showed how valu- 
able were motor trucks. 

“There was no trouble in climbing 
erdinary grades and another. factor 
that impressed itself upon everyone 
watching the work of the vehicles was 
that they were always ready when 
needed. When hostilities would end for 
the day the trucks were run up along- 
side the camp and there they remained 
teady for the next day’s action. 

“It was an easy mater to back the 
trucks up the reverse slope of a hill, 
and then when screened with trees fas- 
tened on them they could be worked for 
a long time without being discovered. 
In fact one day I. passed one of the 
trucks so screened without neticing it, 
although I was watching for it and 
knew just about where it should have 
been. 


“With half a dozen such trucks as 
part of an army they would prove in.- 
Valuable in a rear guard action. They 
could be changed from one place to an 
other so quickly, and carry men enough 
to be deployed so as to support the 
guns, who on a signal could rush back 
and ride from place fo place faster than 
the enemy could advance, and their fu-

GASOLINE TEST 














Endurance Run at Minneapolis Over] 


Bad Road Showed 261-2 Ton 
Miles to Gallon of Fuel.

An economy test of the kind that ap- 

peals’ strongly to the owner was that 
which figured as a part of the annual 
endurance run held at Minneapolis re- 
cently. The run was to Duluth and 
back and every ounce of gasoline, oll 
and water put into the contesting cars 
Was measured and records of the sup- 
plies kept. The cars were also weight- 
ed with their passengers in and in this 
way it was possible to obtain accurate 
comparisons of the ton mileage of each 
car, 
Many one-gallon tests have been held 
during the year but in almost all of 
these the fuel supply had been limited 
to one gallon of gasoline and—even 
more important—the pourses over which 
they have been held invariably have 
been paved streets jor good country 
roads. On the Mirineapolis-Duluth run, 
however, the driver of a car could take 
on as much gasoline as he pleased but 
the amount counted in his final score. 
The roads—experienced drivers say it 
will scarcely be possible to Mpd worse 
ones in. the country. 

In some places it was necessary to use 
the power of the motor in descending 


grades, so heavy was the sand. - The 


route included over 40 miles of corduroy 
roads. At ita best it presented actual 
road conditions that are experienced 
every day by tourists throughout the 
country. 

The result of the ton-mileage con- 
test was a distinct victory for the 
Pierce-Arrow, a six-cylinder, 48-horse- 
power car of that make, driven b 
Walter F. Winchester, winning this fea- 
ture event by a wide margin. The car 
used was the same one with which Wiri- 
chester finished the Glidden tour with a 
perfect road and mechanical score, 

The final score showed that the 
Pierce-Arrow had a lead of 27 percent 
over its nearest competitor. Winches- 
ter’s car showed 26.43 ton miles to the 
gallon of gasoline, while its nearest 
competiter, a four-cylinder, _40-herse- 
power car, showed but 2.73 ton-miles. 
The entire distance of the run was 370 
miles.

Prices, however, maintained about 
8 steady level, but it has required con- 
siderable effort to do so.

The market continued slow 
and offerings sold irregular. The general 
trade was on a weak to shade lower 
level. The cow market averaged fully 
steady for the good grass and corn 
fed classes, selling ever $3.35, while the 
canners and cutters selling between 
$2.25@3.25, were strong to l0c higher. 

The calf market ruled very brisk and 
tops at $8.50 were fully 25@60c higher 
than the former week. 

Activity continues the feature of the 
stocker and feeder trade for anything of 
quality. The strength during the week 
terminated with a 10@lic higher ad- 
vance. Plain and off-colored light and 
strong welght steers did not advance 
and were much slower in selling at all 
times. One select lot of heavy steers 
went out at a cost of $5.60.

premiums on cash wheat are so stub- 
bornly maintained, seems to presage 
congestion in the pit. In fact, during 
the past week this condition made it- 
self distinctly felt. 
Dull, Steady Tone. 

There was no large buying power and 
no excited bull movements. Dut the 
most bearish factors regarding both do- 
mestic and foreign conditions seem 
powerless to shake the steady tone.

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T GREAT FALLS, Mont., there has just been completed the biggest 
A and most expensive chimney in the world.. It was erected for the 

Boston and Montana Consolidated Copper and Silver Mining Co., 
for its smelter plant at a cost of $250,000, and is a marvel in extent and con- 
struction. The chimney is 506 feet high; the next highest in the world, at 
Glasgow, Scotland, is 454 feet. Biffel Tower is 1000 feet high; the Metro- 
volitan Life Building, New York, 657; Singer Building, New York, 612; 
Washington Monument, 555. Thus does the chimney compare with other 
tall buildings of the world. While the others are built on comparatively 
level land, however, this great chimney’s base is on a hill 300 feet above 
the surrounding country. This and its isolation from other tall structures 
adds to its appearance of giant height even more strikingly than does a 
similar condition surroundng Washington Monument, which also stands 
practically by itself, althongh in a level park. 

One may form a comprehensive idea of the capacity of this chimney 
when he realizes that, if laid on the ground, it would form a tunnel which 
could cortain three railroad tracks, side by side. In length it would be 
possible for each of these tracks to hold the heaviest mogul engines and 
11 cars, without the train protruding from either end. While tracks thus laid 
would come close together at the apex, at the base there would be room for 
platforms seven feet in width on each side of them. It would be difficult 
to marshal a more interesting array of figures than those used by a writer 
in the Technical World in describing the construction of this chimney. 

The bricks used would make a six-foot sidewalk over two and a half miles 
in length. With them, and the concrete used for the foundation, a dozen 
eight-roomed houses could be built; d the lumber used for erecting scaf- 
fold would be sufficient to finish these houses. Inside the top of that 
chimney, as it now stands, a circular table could be set up, with seating 
capacity for 125 persons, and with ample room in the center for an adequate 
force of waiters. 

The stovepipe, or flue, which leads into this monstrous chimney is not 
far short of one-half mile in length; and is fully large enough for four of 
the largest automobiles to be driven abreast through it, with sufficient 
margin for safety against collision. 

The chimney has af inside diameter of 64 feet at the bottom and of 50 


feet at the top. The walls run from 66 inches in thickness at the base to 
18 inches at the apex. The foundation is 20 feet deep, the footing being 
108 fect across on the outside, and 47 feet across the inside, with walls, 
consequently, 28 feet thick. : : 

The necessity for ite enormous capacity will be understood from the 
fact that over 2,000,000 feet of gases are emitted ever minute from the 
smelting operations—a quantity which, if it was filuminating would 
be more than sufficient to light the entire city of Greater New York, with 
out calling upon electricity for help. 

This i~>mense shaft is capable, however, of carrying off a much larger 


amount than this—4,000,000 feet per minute being its maximum capacity. . 


It is so designed that 60 feet more in height may be added as the expansion 
of the smelter requires. ! .é 

It is built 2000 feet from the smelter with which it is connected by a gi- 
zantic, horizontal flue. The exposed situation, and the fact that exceed. 
ingly severe gales prevail, necessitated the most careful calculation ot 
strains and stresses, and a consequent exceeding strong construction. The 
plans provided for a resistance to gales up to 125 miles per hour. _ 

The foundation is of concrete, and required 6200 barrels of cement, 2000 
cubic yards of sand and 4000 cubic yards of slag. Before operations were 
commenced on the chimney this foundation was tested by piling railroad 
jron upon it up to a total weight of 209,000 pounds per square foot. 

The chimney itself required 13,000 tons of brick, 3075 barrels of cement. 
5225 barrels of lime, 4180 cubic yards of sand and 200 tons of acid-proof 
mortar. ‘The total weight is between 17,000 and 18,000 tons, and the cost 
was $200,000. The foundation cost $50,000 more. 

In the construction operation 200,060 feet of lumber were used for scaf- 
folding. Four elevators were used, three being operated by electricity and 
one by steam power. It was completed in 200 working days, which, in itself, 
is considered a notable achievement. : 

Lightning protection has been well provided. Sixteen rods of one inch. 
round copper, with platinum points, project five feet above the chimney 
cap. These are connected to a copper ring surrounding the chimney a few 
feet below the top, which is in turn connected to two copper cables leading 
to the ground. 
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Making Liquid Gas for Interstate 
Shipment 





Census Bureau 


HE greatest detective work of the world next year will be done 
by the United States Census Bureau. It was originally intended 
io do nething but count the population in each state and re- 

port the number of heads as the base of representation in Congress and 
the electoral college. Under legislation and habits now in force, it will 
investigate the life and work of the people in everything that can be 
tabulated. Then the tables will be reduced to graphic statistics and maps. 
There will be so much found out that the Census Bureau will be kept at 
work during the greater part of the next decade tabulating, footing tctals 
and putting them into graphic form, so that they can be seen at a glance. 
A glance of this kind showed President Roosevelt the opening for stirring 
up the hottest discussion of his reign. Next year more maps will be 
made to show at a glance whether his demand for more children in every 
family had any effect and if so where. 

In 1900 there were fewer children in the District of Columbia in prvu- 
portion to the number of women ‘than anywhere else in the United States. 
There were only a fourth as many children under 5 years of age as there 
were women between 15 and 49. The Northeastern States came next low- 
est with lens than 400 children to each 1000 women. The Census Bureau 
detected only 347 children under 5 years to every 1000 women in Mas- 
sachusetts, while Missouri had 460 to the thousand and Kansas 482. As 
against the Rhode Island record of 354 children to the thousand, North 
Dakota made the average of 699 children under 5 to each 1000 women 
under 49, 

Ten years before, North Dakota had averaged 734 for comparison with 
799 in Texas in 1880.-A search through all the columns of figures for half a 
cextury seems to give Texas the record, though. in 1880 Arkansas was not 
far behind with 790, more than doubling the record of Massachusetts in 
any year since 1860, when it had 416. 

As the graphic- showing is made on maps of the United States, they 
present to the eye at once the fact that from one decade to another the 

,number of children found by the census to each 1000 women, decreases 
from the Atlantic Coast. westward, north of the Ohio River, increasing 
“or remaining steady in Western States; where there are few cities, dnd al 
the South where city growth is only now beginning to equal that of the 
Northeast a quarter of a century ago. 

The law of physiology is that as the difficulty of getting food and 
clothing increases, the number of children to each family or to each 1000 
women under 50 years of age decreases with a certainty that is finally in- 
evitable. If this principle is trustworthy, the maps intended only to show 
whether women have fewer children, show that in the states between the 
Atlantic Coast and the Mississippi, it grows harder to live each decade 
in a way that may not be often felt as suffering throughout the entire 
population. Perhaps in a given 10 years it may not be felt at all or known, 
except by the final comparison showing that-in other parts of the country 
the difficulty of living is not increasing so fast, if at all. The South and 
West are thus shown to be the easiest parts of the country “to get along 
in.” * 

One afiswer to this graphic showing made by experts from the parts 
of the map which seem to be detected and exposed, is that increasing educa- 
tion and intelligence tend to reduce the natural birthrate. In this point 
Gen. Walker and Dr. Billings recorded their joint official opinion that “in 
the struggle for what is deemed a desirable mode of existence at the pres- 
ent day, marriage ie held less desirable and its bonds less sacred than 
they were 40 years ago,” while “young women are gradually being imbued 
with the idea that marriage and motherhood are not to be their chief ob- 
jects in life or the sole methods of obtaining subsistence.” 

This is the official recorded opinion of what young women were sup- 
posed to think between 1880 and 1900. Next year, they will be counted, 
and after their minds have been worked out mathematically, a new map of 
the country will be made to show at a glance what they think now.

REVIEW of the production of natural gas, by D. Hill, published 
by the U. S. Geological Survey, gives the annual consumption at 
over 400,000,000 cubic feet, worth $53,000,000. * Nearly the whole of 
it is produced in the Mississippi Valley. In spite of the great éxpense of 
piping it, it is already piped hundreds of miles and sold cheaper than manu- 
factured gas. Will there be a cheaper way of delivering it to consumers? 
Can it be liquefied and fed from metal cans into the gas tanks in the cellar 
for immediate eonsumption? : 

We had not thought of that, though we have liquefied other gases and 
also air. It is now suggested by Dr. Alfred Gradenwitsz, writing from Ber- 
lin and describing the system under which liquid gas is delivered in steel 
cans to German consumers, so that after it has been poured as a liquid 
into the tank in the cellar, all that remains is apply a mateh to the gas 
jets in every room in the house. This is coal gas liquefied after being manu- 
factured under the Blau process. It fs said to have the same elements as 
ordinary illuminating gas but in a different combination, with almost no 
danger of explosion when liquefied. Nothing is said of the important point 
reducing the price as low as possible, It is made clear that it can be ship- 
ped with ease, handled with ease and that it is safe and very convenient. 

The question of the cost of liquefying natural gas afd shipping it to 
consumers in the same way, is likely to grow more interesting hereafter. 
Without doubt, natural gas might be liquefied and shipped from the well to 
city plants. “How much would it reduce the cost te the consumer and in- 
crease the profits?” is the first American question asked when German 
science begins lighting houses with liquid gas. We

Getting Fortunes Out of 
the Air 


HE air contains nitrogen, mixed with oxygen and hydrogen, in what 





seem to be unlimited quantities. The nitrogen is supposed to be 

useful in making the air fit to breathe. With the nitrogen taken 

ont and the oxygen and hydrogen gases left, they cam be used to muke a 
flame in which the hardest metals melt and go off in gas. 

The nitrogen itself may combine with oxygen and hydrogen in another 
way to make “aquafortis,” or nitric acid. one of the strongest acids known, 
destructive as fire to the human body. After a thunderstorm, traces of it 
are found in rain water at times. It is manufa:tufed naturatiy in very 
small quantities by strong currents of electricity in lightning fiashes. 

In a late number of a German chemical review, Dr. F. Russ, of Vienna, 
aescribed the latest process tor using this hint. At Patsch in Tyrol large 
quantities of commercial hitric scid are “ow ufactured from air by 
using a 4000 volt current. The river still supplies the power to generate 
the electricity so that water power turns the raw material of nitrogen in 
orig ree ae “an article of commerce.” The busines’ pays and with the aid

As afi the best fertilizers ased ae viel in nitrogen. the use of the 
nitrogen of the air to manufacture them may pe the most important thing 
now being done in the world. it has already suceeeded, but the cost muat 
be cheapened and the method must become simpler until every farm can 
have a fertilizer plant at work in the barnyard, manufacturing fertilizer 
from the atmosphere.

In the nex: place, traveling at°an enor- 
mous rate of s'-‘d, the torpedoes would reach 
ne ship in the next sixty or seventy seconds 
wLich is little enou_. tit.e to bring a rapid-fire 
ammunition, find the

na‘ure of its construction, very little surface is 
presented to the marksman as a target. Further- 
more, it is not at all unlixely that though the 
aeroplane wirgs should t~- totally dest-oyeu wie 
momentum of he torpedo would be sufficient to 
carry it the remainder of its journey to the ar- 
mored side of the ship. 

Its terrors will be further increased bv the fact 
that althbcuch it will not be capable of inflictinz 
such vital intury to a ship as a submarine tor- 
pedo can inflict. by reason of its attacring the 
upner parts of the ship, it will be infinitely more 
deadly in its destr~ ‘ion of human lives.

The full speed possibilities of the new engine 
are not fully known, but Mr. RBe-liner is confident

The invention of the aerial torpedo follows as 
the next natural step the perfecting of a wor’a- 
ble heavier-than-air machine. It has been realized 
that the colutich of the roblem of aerial navi- 
gation would lead to the invention of many other 
things to keep pace with new conditions created 
by the airship. ne aerial torpedo was to be 
expected, and is no surprise to the men who man- 
age the uavies of the world. 

The aerial torpedo, like the submarine torpedo, 
carries everything it needs inside of itself. The 
aeroplane to which it is to be attached will sus- 
tain the torpedo as long as the propellers revolve. 
The projection will be effected by a carbonic acid 
engine inside the torpedo. 

The discovery of a hostile ship in the offing, 
thouch it be 10 miles or more away, will mean 
the begirning of the battle. Before the 12-inch 
guns can get the range, aerial torpedoes will be 
sent whirring on their errand of death. 

Although they will rank with 12-inch guns in 
destructiveness and effectiveness either as an en- 
gine of aggression or defense, their cost will 
be riticulousl: out of proportion to the cost of 
the big guns. One of the great 12-.nch «uns costs 
$65,000 and its life is limited to 100 rounds. Proba-

HE queerest people in America are probably 
the Amish. In Alabama, Ohio and Oregon 
men may be seen wearing long black beards, 

wide-brimmed black hats and black clothes with- 

.out buttons. They are Amishmen. There are 
several thousand of them in America, and they 
are constantly incressing in number. 

Tiey came originally from Germany and Switz- 
erland, driven out by religious persecution. First, 
they settled in Western Pennsylvania, and then 
went to Cental Ohio. Fifteen years ago they 
ruled Holr es County, in the central part of Ohio, 
put beeatix« their children had to go to the coun- 
ty schoois they moved to Geauga County, in the 
northern part of the State. Even there Vy’ were 

ecuted, and a large number of them mioved 

to Albama and Oregon. 

The Amish are the most ignorant péople in 
Amefica. Education is scorned. They resent all 
attempts to educate their children. Even after 
théir’sons and daughters have been to school and 
have learned about the world, the Amishmen 
rand the knowledge as a lie. They have no con- 

n of the earth as being round. .

“Manhood is infinitely happier than childhood 
if only one has kept true to his great ideals and 
his noble. faith, so that he :nay have something 
big enough to live for.” .. 

Before he left the city for his vacation, Dr. 
Short explained why he had joined the union. 

“This does not mean that I have allied myself 
with the liquor interests at all,” Dr. Short said. 
“I am. not an advocate of liquor. I am against 
it. I believe in temperance, but I do not believe 
in prohibition, because I firmly believe the ques- 
tion is one that cannot be dealt with by law. My 
object in joining the bartenders’ union was to be 
in close touch with tke men who make the 
work of selling and dealing in liquor their life 
business. I want to see what kind of men they 
are, what kind of an effect they work upon a 
community, what their ideals are and what they 
believe their object on earth ‘o be. I want to be 
where I can study the yuestion of liquor and 
liquor selling from its very beginning, and I want 
to be in a position when I can learn things so 
that I can present the matter to the people in an 
absolutely fair manner. Perhaps there may come 
some solution out of my study, who knows?”

that comes before the city that he is not .+....0St- 
ed in. And there is more than one man in the 
penitentiary at Jefferson City on .a charge of 
voting illegally, who can trace his troubles back 
to the detective instinct of the pastor of the Bea- 
con Hill Congregational Church. 

On election days the pastor, rather tall and 
gaunt, is always to be found at a voting place, 
usually in one of the worst wards of the city. 
Perhaps he is a challenger, perhaps a judge or a 
clerk. But he is always there and on the watch. 
He works in the canvass and he helps the Elec- 
tion Commissioners. He gets out in the wards 
and works openly for the candidate he believes 
to be the best for the people. It matters not 
who the man may be, what party he may stand 
for: if he-is the man for the place, in the judg. 
ment of the minister, then he gets the vote and 
the support of Dr. Short. 

And when there is no politics there aic a thou- 
sand and one other things for the pastor to do. 
Politics is only an incident. Nearly every pauper 
who is dying without friends finds one at the 
last moment in Dr. Short. And it is usually Dr. 
Short who accompanies the undertaker’s wagon 
and the,plain pine box to the hill of Union Cem- 
etery where the plain numbered boards of paupers’ 
graves are slowly losing theil identity in the rains 
and sno-vs of the years that come and gc A ser- 
mon is preached as the graveyard men perfunc- 
torily throw the clods upon the rough coffin. But 
there is none of the hard-heartedness present, as 
there usually is at a paupers’ burying ground. 
The minister, working without pay and working 
without the thanks of anyone, for there is no one 
to thank him. is simply doing what he can to help 
some man whom perhaps he had never seen until 
a day or so before his death. That is the Rev. 
Wallace M. Short. 

The office maintained by Dr. Short in the 
Bryant Building, at Eleventh street and Grand 
avenue, Kansas City, is another example of the 
work of. the man. Every afternoon he is to be 
found at his rolltop des, carrying on correspond- 
ence he had not had time for in the morning, 
in the spare moments that may come when there 
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is a cessation of the usual stream of business. 
One moment a business man whose rating in Brad- 
street’s or Dun’s may run into the hundred thou- 
sands, may be leaning ove, the desk, chatting 
with the minister. The next it may be a human 
derelict, from the tenements of the North End, 
who is occupying the place that was held by the 
business man. The attention of the minister is 
just as strong for oné as for the other. Perhaps, 
before the interview with the latter is ended, 
the minister may rea¢n iato a pocket and give 
the man money to help him out of trouble, or 
buy him a ticket home, if he is a wanderer. Per- 
haps there "may come advice and encouragement, 
or a reproof for failing to follow advice that had 
been given before. But even though it be reproof, 
it is always kind.y and of the sort that accom- 
plishes things. 

At another time there may be a young man and 
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a young woman, both full of the hopes and the 
ambitions .na the dreams of life, standing before 
the desk, while the minister is reading from the 
Bible, for let it be known, a marriage is a mar- 
riage, whether it be in the sanctuary of a church, 
with a paid organist and the scent .of flowers 
banked about every'vyhere to form a bac'ground 
for the curious, fric dly eyes of those who have 
knowmthe bride and groom for years, or whether 
it be in an office in the Bryant Building, with 
only the noise of Kansas City’s busiest street be- 
low to serve as a wedding march. 

Husbands and wives are brought together, sins 
are told and repented for, business transactions 
are carried on and politics is discussed over that 
desk in the downtown office. Perhaps it may be 
too public for a minister, but Dr. Short doesn’t be- 
lieve 80.

accuracy of his theory. 

. ‘According to Dr. Woodruff, the blonde has long 

been: waging a battle for existence against the 

sunshine, and in his opinion it is a losing one. 

@ does not point out, however, tnat the blonde 

is not “indigenous” to this country} but was pri- 

marily an importation. Neither does he enter 

into a comparative analysis of climatic condi- 

tions prevailing here and in other countries which 

a brunettes. Had he done so and directed 

8 attention to St. Louis and the Southwest it is 

probable his assertiors would have been even 
more emphatic than they are. 

- Blondes came to Amevica in the firs: place from 

portions of England, Northern Germany and Scan- 

dinavian, Danish and Swedish countries. Their 

descendants are ihe blondes of the United States 

- mow—except where artificial : id has been brought 

- to bear on the complexion. If the heat eonditions 

of a vast section of the United States are com- 


pared wih Spain, Italy and other countries of 
Southern Europe it will be found that we are 
broiled where the inhabitants of those countries 
are simply sunburned. Anu yet we are accus- 
timed to refer to the immigrants from those lands 
as being “dusky.” 

Our American Indiaas, on the other hand, par- 
ticularly those native to the Southwest, are now, 
as they always have been, distinctly bronzed, with 
black hair and black or brown eyes. The Mexi- 
cans along our Southwestern borders are very 
Swarthy, as were the Caribs who once inhabited 
the islands south of us. Even the plainsmen of 
the West and Southwest, when ideally pictured, 
are bronzed, sun-tinted specimens of manhood, 
and it might safely be predicted that ir genera- 
tions to come their tan will become the natural 
complexion. 

Our people of the Soutnwest may, then, prepare 
for even greater inropds on their blondes than 
is indicated by Dr. Woodruff. In uddition to the 
favorable climatic -onditions the immigration to 
this section is now quite largely from Southern 
Europe and the Far East, and that fact io cast 
into the balance ugainst the iniluences of hered- 
ity and the renewal of the strain of blood from 
the blonde nations of ithe North of Europe.

Mr. Cummins was careful to make clear that 
he did not include in his calculations the arti- 
ficially made blonde, the kind wh: purchases her 
beauty in the form of bleaching acids. He meant 
only the real thing kind who get it direct from 
nature. 

Among these Mr. Cummins demonstratea that 
the mortality was much higher and that blondes 
were more subject to lung trouble than brunettes. 
He even suggested that a time might come when 
an insurance company would take this fact into 
account in fixing rates. nerefore the blonde 
can pause for an instant in her pride of beauty 
at the dread tnought t} t it may make her insur- 
ance rate ..gher. Dr. Woodruff hrs gone into 
the subject in great detail, a goodly part of his 
researches navirg been made in the prisons cf 
the country.

—to abbreviate its name—was hastened by a dis- 
aster that occurred at Harrisburg, Pa., May 11, 
1905. Two carloads of dynamite went off, killed 
20 persons and aid $500,000 worth of damage. 

The bureau was started the latter part of 1906. 
There are 158 railroad companies that belong to 
it and 155 that do not. Of this latter number, 
however, but nine have more than 1000 miles of 
road, and four of these ure in Canada and two 
in Mexico. The members of the association have 
to obey its rules for the loading and carrying of 
explosives. The bureau has a force of traveling 
inspectors going about continually, keeping the 
railway employes up to the observance of every 
precaution. Also it has a big chemical laboratory 
that is constantly engaged in experimenting with 
the force generated by shocks and jars in counling 
cars as applied to explosives and in findin< out 
new ways of loading and transporting the danger- 
ous freight. It is also engaged in an unending 
educational campaign, with :antern slides and 
moving pictures, for the instruction not only of 
railroad men but also of shippers, chambers of 
commerce, etc.

of the bottles of whisky broke and the liquor 
spread out on the car floor. It formed an in- 
flammabie vapor. Somehow a spark got into 
the car while the train was in motion. The vapor 
was ignited. The train was stopped suddenly by 
an awful explosion, which caused one of the most 
— freight wrecks ever seen on a rail- 
road. 

There are a thousand inexplicable ways in 
which these high explosives go off and play havoc 
when least expected to do so. Sometimes they 
act contrary to all known precedents. For in- 
stance, on one occasion a ear containing 30,000 
pounds of dynamite was left standing on a siding. 
The track was a bit downgrade and the car was 
at the top of the incline. The car got away, and 
by the time it reached the bottom of the grade 
it was going about twenty-five miles an hour. It 
hit another car containing 35,000 pounds of dyna- 
mite. The only loud noise that resulted was the 
smashing of the cars together, There was no ex- 
plosion. When the trainmen got up courage 
enough to investigate they found that the dyna- 
mite, which was in wooden cases bad been pret- 
ty badly broken up, but that was all. 

Dynamite is packed in paper tubes or cart- 
ridges, which are dipped in paraffine to make 
them somewhat waterproof. When this explosive 
is stored in a damp place or when it is in transit 
during wet weather it absorbs a great deal of . 
moisture. Curiously enough, as fast as it takes "up 
dampness the nitroglycerin ryng out of its paper 
casings. When it gets to running about the floor 
of the car in that way, trouble is not far distant.

In one prison of 253 convicts, 19 had very ligh* 
hair, 61 light brown, 61 dark brown and 112 blac* 

Of nearly 5000 men whose average age was 
under 21, admitted to the pilmira Reformatory, 
Dr. Woodruff found the types classified them- 
selves as follows as to their hair: Blonde, 318; 
red, 90: sandy, 103: light brown, 1203; dark 
brown, 1449; black, 1406. 


Of the 602 aged paupers on: Blackwell’s Island, 
says Dr. Woodruff, only one-fourth are native 
born. Drink had broken most of them down, 
and from this Dr. Woodruff argues that the un- 
derlying nervous cause of alcoholism is far moreé 
prevalent in blondes than in brunettes in New 
York City. 

The thirst for alcohol, Dr. Woodruff says, is 

merely the expression of a nervous weakness ac- 
quired under America’s sunny skies, and result- 
ing from excessive stimulation of lignt as one of 
a thousand causes. 
* The countries of the North of Europe are the 
home section, the natural recruiting ground for 
the blonde. Further south in the Latin coun- 
tries, in Italy and Spain, for example, it is as 
though the sunshine had left a hereditary tan 
on the skins of the people. Thus have skin and 
hair been turned black. 

Under natural conditions, the Swede and Dane 
and the German enjoy rotust health. The blonde 
type in these countries provides none of the ten- 
dencies toward tuberculosis that ‘s to be found 
in the United States. 

It is only the change to unfavorable climatic 
factors, the removal of races too far from their 
ancestral climatic conditions that ma ‘es ° the 
trouble. This process of elimination in human 
beings is only, the following out «f @ natural 
law. It is to be found equally amovg the lower 
orders, Plants cannot stand the transition, and 
it is not necessary to particularize to téll of ani- 
mals, robust and powerful in their uative lairs, 
that weaken and die when moved to ancther cli- 
mate. 

It may be regretted that the blonde type is not 
natural to the United States. The réd mins 
skin and hair were well suited to the conditions. 
No sun ray could burn his ruddy s*in, aor could 
the heat rays damage a constitution naturally 
suited to, in fact craving, just this excess of heat.

It is therefore time that something stiould “be 
done to save the blonde. Humanitarians im the 
new world are ever on thé alert to find fit ob- 
jects on which to expend their charity. 

The children of the new world have been

for on their arrival at docks or railroad stations 
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by representatives of societies formed especially 
for the purpose. 

With all this being done, the blonde is being 
entirely overlooked. 

Perhaps the blow of losing the blonde man fror 
the country’s male populaiion might be survived, 
but the blonde beauty, the tail, graceful, fair 
woman, with the head like sunshine, the white 
skin and the eyes of deepest blue, there is ever 
a need.
